In that 
State the combined Republican majori- 
ties on three Congressmen-elect was 
only 62. Morey in the Seventh Dis- 
trict has 41 majority, Hart in the 
Twelfth has 13 majority, and McKinley 
in the Eighteenth has 8 majority. By 
patting forth a little more effort the 
^Republicans could have carried the 
Third and Twentieth Congressional 
Districts. A single vote goes to swell 
the aggregate, and when the aggregate 
is small its importance as a factor in 
the [general result can easily be esti- 
mated.

Town Destroyed—Still Burning. 
At'nine o'clock laat evening a fire
